GENERAL. o 

Monticello, Wayne Co. Ky. Jan. 6, 1836. 
Hon. Amos Kenpaxu, Postmaster General: 
Sia: | have the pleasure of informiog you 
that I received by last Thurday’s mail a 
package Containing public documents, which 
it seems had left our city sometime in Au 
gust last, There are still oa the way, or 
locked up in Post Office Harbor, from 20 
to 80 packages containing the Report ot 
the Engineers on the Survey of the Cum 
berland River. The Postmaster at Sumer- 
set,some short time since, wrote to the 
Pos'master at Monticello, asking bim to send 
for the letters, papers, and public docu- 
ments, that were lying in his office; that 
he could not get them sentgun. 1 met with 
Mr. Charles Sample, Postmaster at 76, ia 
Cumberland country, a few evenings since, 
at Monticello, on his return from Somerset; 
he informed me that the Postmaster at 
Somerset had told him the day before I 
saw him, thatthere were more than three 
horse loads of papers and documents at 
that time lying in his office that he could 
not get sent on. The contractor on this 
route got an extra allowance of 9400 annu. 
ally, if the Blué Book is to be believed, for

Augustine has been laid waste daring the 
past week, and not a building of any valve 
left standing.

“Resolved, ‘Tat all the memorials which 
have been offered, or may be hereafter 
presented to 118 House, praying for the 
Abolition of ‘:avery in the District of Co- 
lambia; and also the resolutions offered by 
asx honeratfle member from Maine (Mr. Jar- 
vis) with the amendment thereto proposed 
b- an honorable member from Virginia, 
‘Mr. Wise) and every other paper or pro- 
position that may be aubmitied in relation 
io that subject, be referred to a select com- 
mittee, with instructions to report, that 
Congress possesses no constitutional author- 
ity to interfere, in any way, with the in- 
stitution of slavery, in any of the states ot 
this Confederacy: and that, in the opinion 
of this House, Congress ought not to inter- 
fere, in any way, with slavery in the Dis- 
trict of Columhia, because it would be a 
violation of the public faith, unwise, impo- 
litic, and dangerous to the Union; assiga- 
ing such reasons for these conclusions, as, 
in the judgement of the = may 
be best calculated to enlighten the public 
mind, to repress agitation, to ally excite- 
ment, to sustain and preserve the just rights 
of the slave-holding states and of the peo- 
ple of this district, and to re-establish har- 
mony and tranquility, amongst the various 
sections of the Union.” 

‘‘Mr. Wise objecting, consent to intro- 
duce the resolution failed. Mr. Pinckney 
then moved to suspend the rule, by a vote 
of two-thirds: but the motion failed—Yeas, 
121—Nays, 75. So that the Resolution 
goes through the regular course—that is, 
lies on the table one day.” 

Ie this the fidelity of ourown men? Can- 
not the South be true to itself even? And 
is it from the very ranks of the State Rights 
men, that this unhappy movement—the sig- 
nal, we fear, of fresh dissensions and dis- 
turbances—comes? Verily, Mr. Pinck- 
ney, you have done that, which it were 
much to answer for, though you had been 
the verriest of collar-men!—Nay, we do 
not believe that there is a Van Buren or he- 
roite (abolitionist or non abolitiouist) who 
would have been permitted, by the party 
that runs Dick Johnson for Vice President, 
to bring forward such a proposition as yours.

The entire step is an utterly false one. 
No course is left us, except that which the 
prudence of Mr. Hammond had already so 
properly adopted, and the vigorous argument 
of Mr. Pickens so well maintained. ‘They 
have seen, that a time has arrived, when the 
former mode of dealing with these petitions 
has ceased to be sufficient for our safety.

MISSISSIPPI ELECTION.

Letter from the Seat of Government. 

Jackson, Jan. 10th, 1836. 
To the Editor of the Natchez Daily Cour. 


GENTLEMEN:—Before this reaches you, 
you will have beard the result of the Sena- 
torial Election. By fraud, bargain, cor:up- 
tion, falsehood, and a violation of pledges, 
Mr. Walker was on Saturday elected toa 
seat in the Senate of the U. States, by a 
majority of one or two votes. The pattic- 
ular result of each ballot, | will give you 
hereafier.—The whole of the Copiah dele- 
galion, excepting Gen. Brown, voted for 
Walker on the last ballots, although in- 
structed and solemnly pledged to sustain 
Plummer, and vote against Walker, Af- 
ter the election was over, Col. Buckner 
Harris declared to several respectable gen- 
tlemen, whose veracity cannot be question. 
ed, that he would have voted for Walker 
on the first ballot, if it had been necessary 
to have elected him. What the free and 
independent citizens of Copiah will think 
of the violated pledges of their Represen- 
tatives, | am not able to state. Harris 
says, he can be re elected without difficul- 
ty; he thinks to plaster the matier over by 
contending that he redeemed his pledge 
by voting for Plummer on the first ballot: 
but the intelligent citizens of Copiah, | 
imagine, will not be so easily gulled.
